When the conference of mayors of the United 
held in Washington a short time ago there was some comment 
made that is really worth thinking about. 

Said one worried mayor; ‘‘What guarantees have we that 
in forty or fifty years from today the country won’t be eonfront- 
ed with pressing, new problems—-problems that will prove insol- 
nble if accompanied by the debt burden that’s piling up today ?”’ 

The facts concerning taxes are not a cheerful thing to think 
about these days, but let’s take a look at the debt burden as it 
directly affects we Californians. 

Tax collections in California, by Federal, state and local 
governments, have increased 90 per cent since 1933. In that 
year, government took $449,410,504 from Californians in taxes. 
Jn the fiscal year 1938 tax collections by these same govern- 
ments totalled over $854,000,000. 

Not counting Federal aid, California’s total expenditures 
have risen from $63,784,351 in 1928-24, to $259,717,469 in 1937- 
38, a jump of approximately 311 per cent. 

Little wonder that Merle Thorpe, business commentator, is 
moved to say, ‘‘The American citizen has had a wild night. He 
has gotten back home in the early hours of the morning a little 
bleary-eyed and maybe a little tax-conscious, He looks in his 
wallet and says, ‘Well, I wonder if it was worth it?.”? 

At any rate, he knows his children and his country need a 
sturdy back-log of security against some future rainy day, and 
that the surest way of gaining that precious security igs for 
America to start saving—now.
